The new jail of Somerset county, in 
Princers Anne, to replace the old strac» 
tare which was barned down by pris 
onera, is rapidly neering completion 
and in about two. werks will be turned 
over to the commissioners.

Lankford. The wallsof the jail are 
three feet higher than the old ones and 
the building is covered by a slate roof.

LESSONS FROM COAL STRIKE. 


The great coal strike has been a very 
costly experience fur the couniry, but 
the lessons the American people have 
learned by reason of it cou'd not per- 
haps be mastered in any leas expensive 
way. The country had looked on rather 
indifferently at the spectacle of a group 
of common carriers illegally assuming 
the business of operating coal mines, 
and subsequently forming an agreement 
among themselves amounting to a 
method for mouopolizing the produc- 
tion, transportation, and sale of an 
artic'e of common and necessary use. 
This association of interests was able, 
first, to bring Into subjrction the inde 
pendent owners and operators of coal 
mines; next, to obtain arbitrary profits 
by increasing the cost of coal to all 
consumers, Finally, it attempted to 
put the labor of the coal mining regions 
into a position of virtual servitude: — 
that isto say, into a position where the 
employer should dictate to the worker 
the price at which the worker should 
sell bis labor. Such a situation is in 
tolerable | ina free country, The first 
step toward relief was fought suco:es- 
fully by the United Miners, who under 
took to vindicate the principle that in 
the making of contracts of employ 
ment each side is entitled to a hearing. 
The miners were not claiming any 
right to contro! the business of the op 
erating companies, They were simply 
claiming the right to have something 
tn say about the market price and oth 
er conditions of mine labor. The trust 
managers baye, many of them, come 
into places of large power and respon- 
sibility by sudden methods that ro- 
mind one of Arabian Nights tales; and 
it is not strange that here and there 
such men should be so much intoxicat- 
od by success as to be arrogant toward 
certain other foro in the community 
with which they here bot as yet had 
full opportunity to measure their rel- 
ative etzpngth. oel strike bas be

Haitian Honesty. 

Haiti is the only country la the world 
where “black rules white.” Although 
the present republic is not successful 
because so large a portion of the citi- 
zens are lazy and uneducated, yet the 
people bave many good qualities which, 
according to Mr. Hesketh Pritcbard, 
show themselves in unexpected and 
contradictory ways. 

One of the things that strike one most 
is that Haiti is a country of extremes 
and contrasts.

For example, hundreds of thousands 
of Haitian dollars pass annually along 
the lonely track between Jacmel and 
Port au Prince. The men who bear 
them are low class Haitians—ragged, 
uncouth, uneducated, wild and untu- 
tored—yet only once have the dollars 
failed to arrive. I have heard it salig 
that $10 might tempt the Haltlan's cw 
pidity, but $10,000 awes him into l 
maculate honesty. 

During the last thirty years uncowne- 
ed couriers have made the desolate 
journey over the mountain passes, emed 
with bis load of wealth, and ther ie 
only this one instance known of the 
betrayal of trust. A fine record!

Withina few months the Postoffice 
Department will have ready for deliv- 
ery a new issue of stamped envelopes 
radically differing in form from the 
present enyelopes. Four styles are to 
be made, to sell for one, two, four and 
five cents.

Great care is taken in the 
felling to avoid splitting. After felling 
the trunk is cleared of vines and other 
clinging vegetation and made ready 
for hewing. Immense blocks are knock- 
ed off, one of which would give enough 
good mahogany to make an ordinary 
dining table. These large pieces are 
rarely utilized. 

The redson for squaring these logs is 
to secure the maximum of heart tim- 
ber. With all the care taken there is 
still a waste of fully 15 per cent of the 
best heart wood, which in the many 
millions of feet exported amounts an- 
nually to an enormous loss to the pro 
ducer. Within a few years this waste- 
fal system will be a thing of the past. 

Getting the timber to the streams, 
where it can be floated to a shipping 
point, is the most expensive and ar- 
duous part of the work, and as timber 
becomes scarcer the longer is the baul- 
ing distance. Transportation from for- 
est to stream is done at night by means 
of trained oxen, light being obtained 
by means of torches. The work la done 
at night on account of the swarms of 
flies and otber insects that torture the 
animals by day.

PARMERS ORGANIZING A TRUST. 


Storing Eggs Away For Needy Times And 
Better Prices. 
Farmers of McLean county, III., are 


organizing an egg trust and are engag- 
ed in sorting ezgs in plants constructed 


for winters demand, One firm has 
erected a building especially for the 
storage of eggs and expects to pack 1,- 
000,000. As eoon asthe eggs are receiv - 
ed they are placed in zinc frames bold- 
ing ten dozen. When fifty of the 
frames are filled thoy are moved into a 
dark room and candied. The eggs are 
then tested for breaks and those broken 
are sold to bakers, Having passed both 
these tests the trays with their contents 
are placed on an elevator and lowered 
into the basement. Many tanks of 
cement, with walls a foot and a half 
thiek; like huge beer vate, are located 
below. Each is 7 feet long and the

In Mexico, as in some other mabog- 
any producing countries, this timber 
| has been depleted from the forests 
along nearly all of the streams deep 
enough to float the logs, but there still 
remains an, immense supply lying some 
distance from these highways that can 
be marketed at a profit only by the 
investment of large capital In logging 
railways and other modern methods. 
This is now being done by several 
strong companies of Chicago, Pennsyl- 
vania and Iowa that have purchased 
large tracts of timber lands in the state 
of Campeche, ranging from 300,000 to 
000,000 acres each.—Chicago Chronicle.

HIGH PRESSURE AMERICAN, 


te Spite of Incessant Activity He 

Lives Longer Than His thers. 

There is hardly a week that we do 
not see in some journal or newspaper 
an allusion to the bigh pressure of 
American life. It is taken’ for granted 
that the only pace that kills is our 
own, that we are shortening our lives 
and bringing our early death by the 
strain. 

We bave often been minded to deny 
the allegation, but on second thought 
have not done so because of the great 
difficulty that exists in getting at scien- 
tine disproof. We are as little inclined 
as another to justify feverish commer- 
cialism, but we believe that these are 


sons than those pertaining to vital sta- 
tistics, The fallacy of the scoffer at 
American high pressure lies doubtless 
in the fact that every ove has the vir- 
tues of his defects I. e., that we have 
other qualities which more than com- 
pensate in u life lengthening way. The 
insurance statistician, Frederick L. 
Hoffman, makes a statement which, If 
true in all its details, should be laid 
before the echoers of the old charge | 
against the fast living American. | 

It is, then, a matter of great Impor- | 
tance to note tbat there bas been a ma- | 
terial increase in the number of those | 
who survive to the age of thirty, forty 
and fifty in the United States, and the 
number will probably continue to grow 
as the conditions of city life are im- | 
proved. 2 

“At present In Massachusetts there 
are expected to survive at the age of 
fifty 5,275 persons out of every 10,000 
born against 4,409 survivors out of the 
game number in 1855. At the age of 
eighty the number of survivors is 1.200 
at present against 1,050 half a century 
ago. Therefore most valuable lives— 
valuable because of enhanced Intelli- 
gence and comprehension—bave been 
saved to the state because of the san- 
itary and other social progress made 
during the last fifty years, This coun- 
try is more healthy, with the exception 
of Norway and Sweden, than any part 
of Europe, and the effect of the intense 
struggle for success on the part of our 
business men and women !s more than 
balanced by our higher standards of 
living, which tend to make our people 
continue along the path of Improve- 
ment. While it is impossible to arrive 
at. nal conclusions on the basis of our 
industrial or ordinary experience, be- 
cause of the careful medical selection 
exercised in insurance practice, the 


facts established by other investiga: | 


tions indicate that the adult foreign 

born citizen ja subject to a lower mor 
| tality in the United States than lu bie 
| own country, and it may be safely as- 
sumed that any inherited tendency to 
early. decay will be more than balanced 
by the ,healthier conditions of life in 
our country. A comparative mortality 
table .sbows that close behind Norway 
ang abend of Great Britain, France, 
Germany and ahead of other states in 
our country, New Jersey bas the Jowest 
death rate. The chance of attaining 
the age of 100 in Massachusetts is to- 
day ten times what it was half agep- 
tury ago.

Mr. Ellegood Makes Some Propositions— 
Hope of Redemption With the — 
Democratic Party. 


Messrs, EDITORS ADVERTISER:—I 
will now try to substantiate what I 
said in my last letter, that there is a 
real cause in the present corrupt polit- 
ical situation for despondency and will 
submit the following propositions, 

First.—An analysis of the vote at the 
last congressional election will show 
that the political condition is not be- 
yond hope, as miserable as the spec- 
tacle seems to be. 

Second.—The hope of redemption is 
with the Democratic party. 

Third. Ita hope of success is in be 
ing honest and winning thereby the 
confidence of the people. 

Now let us take the late election, and 
see how the matter stande. 

There are 50000 registered roters in 
this District, of whom 15000 are negroes, 
The Republican candidate got a total 
vote of 18000. 

Suppose we make a liberal allowance 
and say 10% or 1500 of the negroes did 
not vote and that 1000 of those who 
voted, were not counted because of 
tickets not legally marked; that gives 
him 12500 negroes and 5500 white voters. 

It is a moderate estimate to say that 
in the nine counties, 8000 of the 5500 
were paid, leaving only 2500 white un 
purchasable voters for the Republican 
candidate, against between 16000 and 
17000, white unpurchascable voters for 
the Democratic candidate, 

Now this looks very much like acom- 
bination of the forces of negro domina- 
tion, and corrupt rule in this congress- 
fonal District. And it is out of this 
bad condition comes the hope of the 
future. 

This suggests a second proposition. 

Republicans and Democrats alike 
know that the negroes, with few ex- 
ceptions, are Republicans, not from 
intelligent convictions, but from race 
prejudio», for they look upon voting 
that ticket as standing by their race, 
as they call it. It is almost a religious 
superstition with them, for they are 
taught in schools and churches the 
duty of voting a Republican ticket, 

In all election e:timates, Republi- 
cans and Democtats alike count them 
eo many political chitt Is and serfs of 
the Republican politician. 

They dominate the Republican party 
numerically and the cortupt politician 
dominates the negro; h: uce thre je no 
hope of reform from them nur with the 
small, thoagh respect ele element 
of white Republicans It is this oor- 
rupt rule of negroes an | boodlere that 
causes so many Northern Republicans 
to become local Dem crates in the 
South, 

There are many white voters who 
have their party prejudices and ties, 
which are not always the product of 
the highest intellectual researc; but 
the white man will om times chafe 
under Boss rul- and become independ- 
ent and kick.“ But the negro, never. 
A purely independent Republican move 
rarely gets any help from him. He 
sticks to the old guard. Hence the 
corcilary of the above is, that the hope 
of improving our condition is only with 
the Democratic party, because it is the 
party of independent white people. 

There are from 10000 to 15000 stay at 
home white. voters annually. With 
them le the hope of success, not only 
of the Democratic party but reform. 
Une of the serious blunders of the 
working forces of our party is, that 
they count it not too much on the par 
chasable vote, not enough on the un- 
purchasable quiet roter. They for- 
get that many white men, loyal to 
party, are Arst loyal to their con vlo- 
tions, and will not be loyal to corrupt 
methods, under any circumstanoes, for 
there is no democracy in bribery; it is 
but the rule of corrupt money power, 
producing a corrupt moneyed aristoo- 
racy. The meanest of all governments. 

Why do we have such large indiffer 
ent voting, or non voting population of 
our white people who are not for sale? 
Is it not because they feel that the 
party loyalty of many is begotten of 
the love of party spoils, and that oleo- 
tions are degenerating intoa scramble 
for office, and are more like auctions 
than elections? Is it not because there 
is too much personal politics mixed 
with our party politica? 

Inetead of relegating more of our 
voters into thie class of stay-at-home, 
indifferent or independent voters, let 
us induce them to bestir themselves, 

If half this vote bad come to the last 
election, bribery would have been re 
buked. With these men lies the Dem- 
ooratio majority, There lies the hope 
of reform, It is well to advocate the 
nomination of clean men; but we must 
remember that there ls an incongruity 
between "olean men and unclean 
praclices. A man can't remain clean 
and wallow in mire, and yet he oan be 
as clean in politios as in the pulpit, if 
he will. The party kept the law at the 
last election; now let us add to that, its 
enforcement, at the moxt. Men are 

slow to change their convictions, and 
no one will affirm shat sucha change

Recollected Lafayette's Visit. 


Mrs. Margaret Purnell, for years an 
oracle among the negro population, is 
dead. Mrs. Purnell was born on the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland in January, 
1808 and died 100 years later, almost to 
a day. 

She was a slave on the plantation of 
Captain John Selby Purnell, and her 
five children, who survive her, were 
born in slavery. Her husband, a slave 
on a neighboring plantation, escaped to 
Canada in 1857 and was never heard 
from afterwarus. 

“Granny” Purnell, as she was famil 
jarly known among the negroes, had a 
wonderful memory and told innumer- 
able stories of the old plantation days, 
She had a distinct recollection cf the 
war of 1812, and never tired telling of 
the grend times when General Lafay 
etto was a guest at her master's mans 
fon on his visit to this country in 1825,

The Marquis of Worcester, while Im- 
prisoned lu the Tower of London In 
1650, Invented and constructed a per- 
fect team engine and had it publicly 
exhibited the sume year at Vauxhall 
lu successful operation. Thirty-four 
years later, in 1690, Dennis Papin add- 
ed the piston to the marquis’ discovery. 
In 1608 Captain Savury devised and 
bullt a steam engine different In many 
detalls from those made by Worcester 
aud Papin, and in 1705 Newcomb, Caw- 
ley and Savary constructed their cele- 
brated atmospheric engine, which was 
complete lu every detall. 

The above array of historical facts 
notwithstanding, James Watt, who 
Was not born until sixty years after 
these grent men had given the steam 
engine to the world, enjoya the distinc- 
tion of being the veritable inventor, 
originator and author of the most use- 
ful contrivance of the present day. 

Fulton, who lived and worked in the 
carly part of the century, is given the 
credit of beling the man who demon- 
strated that steam could be applied to 
navigation; this, ton, in face of the 
well known hlstorical fact that De 
Gary propelled a vessel by steam in 
the harbor of Barcelona in 1543.

Almonds and Raisins.

Thus 
the almond can be thoroughly masti- 
cated or, else pounded or milled, It is 
rich in oil as well as in proteid, 
Almonds and raisins, which are so 
often taken after a full meal. are, 


like cheese, absolutely a complete meal | 


in themselves, so great is our ignorance 
about food values. It is said of the 
almond: Nut cream is recommended 
for brain werkers. It Is made ns fol- 
lows: Pound in a mortar or mince fine- 
ly three blanched almonds, two wal- 
nuts and two ounces of pine kernels. 
Steep overnight in orange or lemon 
juice. This crenm should be made 
fresh dally and may be used in the 
place of butter. Milk of almonds is 
made of kernels finely minced, with 
bolling water added. Almonds roast- 
ed to the color of amber nre delicious 
to eat with biscuits or bread and but- 
ter. Grated in a nut mill they are good 
to serve with any kind of stewed fruit. 
They are useful medicinally because 
of fheir soothing and emollient proper- 
ties. They should always be blanched 
in hot water, the skins being Indigesti- 
ble.

They nre immense reservoirs, cou- 
structed of solid masonry, and are un- 
doubtedly the work of Solomon. For 
centuries Jerusalem bas suffered from 
deficiency of water, but it has oc 
curred to no one to make use of these 
reservoirs, designed and bulit by the 
greatest of Hebrew kings. 

But things move even in Palestine, 
and it is reported that these reservoirs 
are again to be used, and water is to 
be conveyed into Jerusalem by aque 
ducts which will follow the very course 
designed by the engineers of Solomon.

What ifthere were 
no sanctuaries at all? What if never a 
sweet toned bell should pour upon our 
ears a reminder of our duty to Him 
who made us? What it no preacher's 
voice should ever lead a congregation 
in prayer or expound the Word of God? 
Imagine what it would be to have no 
knowledge of those glad tidings that 
angel lips impressed upon the phono- 
graph of the first century for repro- 
duction on every Sabbath day clear to 
the end of time. Whata dreary place 
our world would be! There would be 
over it a night without any stars. 
Around it wotld_ blow the blasting 
winds of informaliam, It would be a 
suburb of perdition. 

I write thus not from the standpoint 
of professionalism. Even those who 
have never experienced for themselves 
the benefits of religion are willing to 
acknowledge the good that flows from 
righteousness. There can be no ques- 
tion about the statement that this is a 
far better world than it would have 
been if it had been left altogether un- 
der the domination of evil. That is 
more than a mere statement. It is a 
solid, substantial, stubborn fact. No 
God, no Bible, no Christ, no Holy 
Spirit would bave been the entire ab- 
sence of moral light, of truth, of re- 
demption, of uplifting influence, and 
humanity would be under the curse of 
everlasting wretchedness and misery 
and despair. Unassisted by divine 
help, man would never have risen a 
single. inoh towards true nobility of 
character. Born in the gutter of sin, 
he would have floated in filth all his 
days, and been swept at last into the 
sewer of a depraved immortality. 

The proof of the blessing of Christian 
faith and practice lies ina comparison 
of revealed religion with paganism. 
Wherever goes the Cross of Christ go 
purity and pleasantness. Under ite 
beneficent light the weeds of evil are 
restrained and the flowers of good 
brought out into bloom and fragrance. 
Before it the shadcws of corruption 
flee. Christianity is God's antiseptic 
against the plague of human sin.

It is extreme- 
ly hazardous to have the germs of 
smallpox in the air that wo breathe, or 
those of typhoid fever in the water we 
drink, or those of diphtheria lurking | 
near to spring at out throats Botwho 
thinks of vaccinatine his boys against 
gambling? Who carefully sterilises 
the literature that his family read? 
Who setka to disinfect the public high 
ways from the noxiousness that pours 
from the sewrrage of the grogshop? 

By all means let there be boards of | 
health in every vity and state for the 
safeguarding (f human life. Bat if 
mere animal existence is worth con 
serving, why should there not be a 
corresponding zeal for the welfare of 
the undying spirits of man? Many, 
too many, alas! are keenly sensitive to 
the fearfulness of plague, but to the 
awfulness of moral rule they are as 
cold ss a block of ice in Alaska. A 
single case of smallpox sends the mer- 
cury of their mental thermometer clear 
up to the century mark; with other and 
greater evils around them that bring 
everlasting death, that same mercury 
is away down in the bulb, and frozen 
solid. 

But the church bells will ring again, 
and again the sanctuary doors will 
open in welcome to those who wish to 
enter the house of God, and ‘again will 
sound the message of the Lord from 
the pulpits. Disease lays no permanent 
hands upon the Sabbath. 

Meanwhile, other solicitations, not to 
a higher life, will continue to sound 
upon mortal ears, other doors will re 
main open as the byways to hell, and 
other voices will preach the dcctrines 
of vice and crime, These never cease. 
Evil does not suspend ita business from 
any cause. Its waters are always high 
in the mill race, and its wheels are in- 
cessantly in motion. Those who are 
in the employ of Satan never hare a 
holiday. 

Are we, howevwr, who are professed- 
ly on the side of God wholly irrespon 
sible for the freeness of the works of 
devils?

TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Preaby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


i Chienso, Jan, 11,=— A vigorous de- 
nuuclation ef a common and mischie- 
| vous disposition is uttered by Rev. F. De 
| Witt Talmage in the following sermon 
on the'text Proverbs vi, 34, “Jealousy 
Is the rage of a man:“ 

What does rage signify? Righteous 
| indignation? A calm, dispassionate ar- 
raignment or castigation? A denuncia- 
| tion, Judiciousily planned and yet over- 
| whelmngly and scathingly delivered, as 
when Edmund Burke exposed the mis- 
deeds of Warren Hastings in the fa- 
| mous trial at Westminster? A rebuke 
such as Jesus gave to the Pharisces, 
who had dragged a poor, helpless, 
| friendless, sinful woman to his feet, 
when he turned and said to the accus- 
ers, “Let bim that is without sin cast 
the first stone at her?“ Is rage merely 
a mild remonstrance, an earnest and 
yet gentle expostulation, a hortatory 
admonition, a Christian reprimand giv- 
en with the holy desire to save and re- 
deem the person who has sinned or un- 
intentionally done wrong? Ob, no- 
Rage is not a well composed censure. 
Rage is unbridled fury; rage is a fierce, 
wild, all consuming, fiery passion burn- 
ing at the heart and mind; rage is a 
demon stabbing at the vitals of all true 
love; rage is a Satanic iconoclast shat- 
tering every sacred shrine of the intel- 
lect; rage Is an insanity, a derangement 
of mora! sensibilities. It is an unrea- 
sonable and unreasoning frenty, glory- 
ing in absurd hallucinations. Rage’s 
throneroom is a madhouse; rage's court- 
iers are the inhabitants of a chamber 
of horrors; rage's only music is the ech- 
oing shrieks and sobs of the eternally 
lost and of the destroyed who can nev- 
er die. 

Now. as rage is nothing more nor less 
than a fatal monomania which can 
take possession of the hearts and minds 
of its victims, I can well compare the 
evils of jealousy, which is the rage of a 
man, to the actions of a madman whom 
I once saw chained to the seat of a 
railroad train. Behind this seat I rode 
for many miles on a journey from De- 
troit to Washington. It was one of the 
most awful days I ever spent. As I 
sat inf the train reading, the officers of 
the law dragged up the aisle a great, 
strong limbed, powerfully framed, half 
breed Indian. He had a noble brow 
and a masterful face, but his eyes were 
like burning coals. His white teeth 
gleamed like the molars of a wild 
beast. This madman was a graduate 
of the Carlisle school. He was also a 
graduate of one of the noted law 
schools of the country. He had been 
|as a lawyer the representative of his 
tribe, fighting for the land which was 
righteously theirs. In order to still his 

eloquent voice before the courts of the 

law some of the squatters upon that 

Indian land determined to kill him. 

One dark night, with a club, the would 

be murderers struck him upon the 

head. Alas, they did worse than as- 
sassinate the man's body. They wreck- 
ed his brain. And there he was, tug- 
ging at the handcuffs which linked bis 
wrists to the iron car seat and making 
the air sulphurous with his bías- 
| pbemies. Like a dog foaming with 
hydrophobia, he was snapping at his 
father's fingers, while the latter was 
trying to feed him. He was threaten- 
ing to kill the passengers He was on 
his way to the National Insane asylum 
of Washington. As I sat behind this 
| madman hour after hour and pitied 
him the sentence of my text flashed 
through my mind, “Jealousy is the 
rage (or the insanity) of a man.” May 
God help me to interpret aright the 
sacred lessons which Solomon's warn- 
ing ought to teach to every troubled 
heart afflicted and cursed by the ago- 
nies of this awful overmastering sin. 

The Evil Spirit. 

Maddening jealousy would destroy 
every successful rival who might stand 
in its way. It is the evil spirit which 
made Baul's eyes fash fire when be 
gripped a javelin and hurled it at 
David's bead, merely because the 
maidens of bis kingdom had greeted 
the returning warriors with the song, 
“Baul has slain his thousands, but 
David his ten thousands.” It is the 
spirit whieh made the French generals 
betray the shepherd girl, Joan of Are, 
into the hands of the English, so that 
she should be burned at the stake in 
the streets of Rouen merely because 
she had won victories they could never 
have achieved. it is the spirit whicb 
made the Bpaulsh courtiers compel Co- 

mbus to die in obscurity and sent Bir 
Walter Raleigh to the block. It is the 
evil spirit which made Charles H. 
Spurgeon and Rowland Hill hated by 
some of the London ministers of thetr 
day and which made Harvey and Jen- 
ner and James Y, Simpson encounter 
thelr greatest opposition from jealous 
men of their own profession It je the 
Spirit which made Voltaire denounce 
Buculard d'Arnaud and whieh sent the 
bullet of Aaron Burr straight through 
the heart of Alexander Hamilton. Jeal- 
Gusy lu the heart produces strange hal- 
Jucinations in Its victima The jealous 
Man feels that the success ef another is 
in some way a robbery of himself. The 
Jealous politician will met support the 
ae of lis party, beesuse be want- 
ed the nomination himself; the jealous 
surgeon cannot rejolee that another 
‘surgeon has cured a cripple if be has 
never performed the operation himself; 
the jealous minister cannot rejoice at 
hearing that another church is erewd- 
ed if his own is empty; the alen 
woman cannot bear to bear praises of 
the beauty of nnother woman. 

Thus no sooner does any man er 
WOM WIN dec in Any department 
of life than many jealous, unsuccessful 
rivals become beside themseives with 
rage, As à monomaniac may be mm 
tional on every subject but one, so the 
Jealous man may be fair and just on 
every question, but be absolutely in 
sane and unjust when the works and 
lives of his successful rivals are dis 
cussed, If you are a jealous man, you 


em tarn upon them all your batterier 


of scorn and denunciation, 
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cipma, you may have overthrown a 
successful rival, you, as a Jealous man. 
will join in the pandemonium of a de- 
}moniacal joy in which all the evil spir- 
its of the inferno join in the chorus“ 
You will gleefully clap your bands and 
shout: “Aha, we baye destroyed bim! 
We have destroyed the man who has 
dared to stand ln our way!“ 

| The Surest Way to Saccess, 

| But, though jealous men and women 

may try to trip up the runners, who 

they fear may pass them in life's race, | 
yet the strange fact remains that the 

, Surest way of winning the prizes ot 
success is not by destroying good men, 
but by trying to help them along. How 
‘did William McKinley win bis great 
euccess in the political world? By dip- 

ping his pen in gall? By trying to | 
wield the exceutioner’s ax of slander | 
and defamation and bate? Ob, no! 
Willlam MetKinley made his way into 
the White House by trying to help two 
of bis friends there and by trying to 
| help all his friends in every way be 
could. When in 1888 the Republican 
convection met In Chicago, Mr. MeKin- 
ley went thare at the bead of the Ohlo 
delegation pledged for the nomination 
of the grand old statesman of Mans- 
field. After n few ballots the Ohlo del- 
egates fonnd it was impossible to nom- 
inate Mr. Sherman. As many members 
of that couvention wanted Mr. MeKin- 
ley, luis friends waited upon him and 


offered him their support. William Me- 
Kinley looked into the eyes of his 
friends as he answered: “Gentlemen, 1 
came to this convention pledged to 
work for the nomination of John Sher- 
man. Any man Who tries to nominate 
me in his place is not my friend. Wil- 
liam McKinley's name under no condi- 
tion can be presented as a candidate.” | 
The same scene was practically dupl!- 
cated in the Minneapolis convention of 
1892. Mr. McKinley went there pledg- 
ed to support Benjamin Harrison. As | 
permanent chairman of that conven- 
tion he again and again arose and pro- 
tested against the presentation of his 
name as a candidate. He protested in 
spite of the fact that the convention 
was nearly swept off its feet at the 
mere mention of his name. After these 
two wonderful exhibitions of self sac- 
rifice on William McKinley's part all 
doubt, if there ever was any doubt, as 
to the sterling character of the man 
was forever swept away. At the ballot 
box of 1896 the American people said, 
“If Mr. McKinley can be e to his 
friends and bis rivals, we know he will 
be true to us.” In all the.writings and 
speeches of William McKinley, dellv- 
ered or written during a public life of 
more than thirty years, you cannot 
find one word by which be tried to win 
success by wrecking the life of a rival. 
He achieved success by belping along 
every good man he could. 

That the philosophy of the Golden 
Rule is sound and that men help them- 
selves by helping instead of being jeal- | 
ous of others is Illustrated in the life of 
Dwight L. Moody. What made Mr. 
Moody in some respects the greatest re- 
ligious one man power in the last cen- 
tury? His speaking ability? Oh, yes! 
I believe be was one of the most con- 
vincing of spiritual orators, but I also 
believe that there were others of his 
time just as great, if not greater. His 
organizing ability? Oh, yes! I believe 
he would have been a master at the 
head of a political campaign or as a 
merchant o even as a military chief- 
tain; but. though D. L. Moody may 
have been n great organizer, I believe 
there were others of bis time just as 
great, if not greater. Tis great big 
heart, into which he could gather all 
his loved ones? Oh, yes; Mr. Moody 
had an affectionate nature! But there 
are thousands of men who love thelr 
families a: | friends just as much as 
Mr. Moody loved his loved ones; but, 
though ma men may have excelled 
him in indi ual characteristics, in one 
respect I believe he was the peer, if not 
the king, of them all. I do not belleve 
Mr. Moody had one infinitesimal parti- 
cle of Jealousy in his makeup. Instead 
of trying to focus all the attention of 
the religious world upon himself he 
spent most of his life in pushing other 
religious workers to the front. The big- 
ger the man the more anxious Mr. Moo- 
dy was to call public attention to him. 
He brought across the water Henry 
Drummond and John MeNeill and F. 
B. Meyer and G. H. C. McGregor and 
Campbell-Morgan and many others. He 
invited to his own platforms the might- 
fest religious workers of bls generation. 
He placed them by his side os he sald. 
“Brother in Christ, win a mighty gos- 
pel victory. I nm praying for you. The 
bigger success you have the happler I 
will be,” 

Why Moody Succeeded. 

What was the Inevitable 
‘When Mr. Moody tried to advance 
these Christian workers, whom some 
people might have called bis rivals, be 
advanced himself into the bearta of 
sinful men and women as well as inte 
the chief buman leadership of the 
Christian world, Many contemporaries 
may have excelled him in individual 
and particular gifts, but in mighty. 
masterful leadership, In the fame and 
eminence which will cause his name 
tó go down through the coming cen- 
turies us a Christian worker, in his In- 
Oyence upon the men of bis day, Mr. 
Moody stocd hend und shoulders above 
all the Christian workers of bis time. 
He won this euviahle position because 


pe did vot have a particle of jealousy 
his makeup. He won it because he 


tried to help bis rivals instead of to de 
stroy them. No man ever successfully 
bulit a temple of fame upon the ruined 
foundations of a good man's life. The 
Javelin of Jealous bate bas a poisoned 
handle which is more deadly than its 
venomous tip. It will more surely de- 
stroy the life of n man who attempts 
to burl it than the life of the rival 
against whom it is thrown. 

Maddening jealousy will make its 
sinful victim turn upon his best friends. 
Many pathetic scenes are dally wit- 
messed in the insane asylums of the 
land; but, to me, the patients who are 
to be pitied the most are not the drivel- 
ing eplleptics or the men and women 
whose minds have crumbled into such 
rulo that they can sit hour after bour 
making doll dresses or with glassy 
eyes vacanily staring for days at a 
time at some crack lu the wall. I bw 
lieve the insane patients who should be 
pitied the most are those whose dis- 
eased minds make them think that 
thelr wives or husbands or parents or 
ebiidren or brothers and sisters have 
deen untrue to them. I pity the young 
girl who has gone mad because she 
was jilted the night before her wed- 
ding and whe sits by the window con- 
tinually denouncing the recreant lover

Maddening jenlousy, often baseless, 
is the cause of innumerable domestic 
and social infelicities, causing misery 
alike to its victim and Its object. It 
makes the wife suspect the husband 
It makes the busband 
Impugn the motives and actions of his 
wife. It is the cause of most of the 
quarrels of lovers, which have wrecked 


| the happiness of many lives for time 


and eternity. It lashes Othello Into a 
frenzy until the murderous fingers, are 
clutching at the throat of his innocent 
wife and the suicidal knife hus made 
an end of the swarthy Moor. It was 
the cause of the horrors In the last 
earthly days of Ivan the Terrible, who 
in a fit of jealousy witb an iron staf 
crushed in the skull of bis eldest born 
and favorite child. It is the heaving, 
destructive earthquake which bas rock- 
ed to ruins thousands of family altars. 
It has shattered many a domestic wall 
under the ceaseless bombardment of 
tempestuous denunciation and the Irre- 
sistible flood of remorseful tears. 
A Causeless Frenzy. 

The saddest part of these insane af- 
filctions, where men and women will 
sometimes turn upon their best friends 
and brood over the idea that they are 
untrue, Is that often their frenzied sur- 
mises are without any legitimate cause. 
They may only be the strange halluci- 
nations of a diseased intellect. Their 
loved ones may be doing everything in 
their power for their sick minds; they 
may take them to the most expenalve 
of asylums and have for them the best 
of physicians and nurses; they may 
continually visit them and have their 
rooms filled with flowers and bave car- 
riages always at their disposal. These 
friends may stint themselves and lav- 
ish their money in every possible way 
tor the comfort & their wenk minded 
relations, yet these insane patients can 
never be persuaded that thelr friends 
are faithful to them. Though husbands 
and wives and children may be doing

A High Standard of Devotion to 
Duty Is Maintained, 

One clerk was busy throwing mail in 
a combination smoker and baggage car 
when suddenly, without an instant’s 
warning, he felt the car leap from the 
track and heard a terrific crash. When 
be regained consciousness, the wreck 
presented this chaotic condition: The 
two forward cars had been plunged 
down a seventy foot embankment. The 
combination car landed in an upright 
position, with the rear trucks on the 
roof, every seat in the smoking com- 
being utterly demolished, 

while on the floor of the mail compart- 

ment was a huge angular stone weigh- 

ing not less than half a ton. How the 
mali clerk escaped unhurt will always 
be a mystery, says the World's Work. 

There is probably no department of 
the government service in which a 
higher standard of devotion to duty 
is maintained than in this. During a 
heavy freshet on the Susquebanna riv- 
| er in 1890 all bridges were swept away 
and the railroad tracks along the banks 
practically destroyed. Four mall clerks 
remained in their car until the water, 
‘rising and flowing through the doors, 

compelled them to take to an impro- 
| vised raft which consisted of pieces of 
| floating sidewalks and other debris of 
| the inundation lashed together. On 
| this frail craft they put their pouches 
| and, carefully propelling by poles along 

with the current, gained the postoffice, 
a mile away. They found this aban- 
doned, with eight feet of water in the 
street at that point. They were almost 
| exhausted, and their condition was pre- 
| carious. Finally, however, they were 
rescued by boats and taken into houses 
through the second story windows. 
The letter mall was all intact and in 
fairly good condition. 

Some time ago the “run” on a west- 
ern road was “short” a clerk because of 
sickness, An official of the service hap- 
pened to be on the train and yolunteer- 
ed his services. For fifteen bours he 
stuck to his work at the letter case. 
| In the journty of more than 500 miles 
| he had only a sandwich or two for 
| food and stood on his feet without re- 

lief. There are other instances on rec- 
ord where entire crews have stood to 
the work without food for twenty-four 
hours.

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


By Rev.

Pastor of Jefforson Park Preaby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


Ungo, Jan, 18—Many people who 
are o mung through a period of trouble 
may obtain consolation and encourage- 
ment from the doctrine Rev. F. De 
Witt Talmage teaches lu the following 
sormon on the text Matthew xiv, 22, 
“Jesus constrained hls disciples to get 
into a ship:” 

There it is! Bee! Yonder is the disci- 
pies’ bout, tossed about on the waves 
of Lake Galilee. Those men seem to 
be in ns critical a situation as was the 
captain of an Atlantic coal barge some 
time ago. The barge had been caught 
in a storm and was sinking under his 
feet. The captain signaled to the tug. 
Then, as it drew near, be picked up 
frst one ard then another of his little 
children, He raised them above bis 
head and hurled them through the air 
into the arms of the rescuers. Then he 
turned and fastened a rope, thrown to 
him from the tug, around the waist of 
his wife and another around his own 
waist, and both leaped into the sea, 
Two minutes after he and his wife had 
been dragged into the rescuing boat 
his own coal barge made a plunge and 
disappeared. Every moment the disci- 
ples, like that captain, expected their 
bont tooynder. Some of them were 
veteran fishtrmen, yet they had given 
up all hope of ever reaching land again. 

The danger of drowning in Lake Gal- 
ilee was not the only danger, nor indeed 
the greatest danger, which threatened 
the disciples. They were in spiritual 
danger. Having seen Jesus only a few 
hours before feed a multitude of 5,000 
persons with five loaves and a few fish- 
es, they had lost sight of bis spiritual 
mission and were about to ball him as 
a temporal leader. Like the multitudes 
which had been fed, they began to 
whisper among themselves: “Why not 
make Christ our king? Such a miracle 
working leader aa this could not only 
feed us and clotbe us without any work

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ate us from Roman tyranny and be to 
us another Moses, another Josbua or 
another David.” In order to counter- 
act this design of making him merely 
a temporal king, which would have 
brought him into collision with the 
Roman power and bave degraded his 
mission into a mere Insurrection, he 
determined to teach tbe disciples their 
weakness and helplessness. He com- 
pelled them to launch their boat and 
enter Into a fearful combat of at least 
ten long bours with the Galilean tem- 
pest. So in order to compel you and 
me to look away from our worldly in- 
terests, which are absorbing our 
thouglits aud desires, and lead us to 
seek from him the higher spiritual 
blessings he has to bestow God clouds 
our skies and brings upon us a tidal 
wave of crushing disaster, that we may 


| be driven to climb into bis loving, pro- 


tecting arms. 

The dark, tempestuous nights of re 
ligious persecution have often been, In 
God's sight, the brightest and the most 
blessed of sunshiny days for the 
church. It was by having his eyes tem- 
porarily blinded that Pau! gained spir- 
itual sight. It was by being lowered 
in a basket by a few friends over the 
Damascus wall lu order to escape the 
murderer's dagger that Paul was set 
free to embark on his missionary ca- 
reer. It was by exile to a lonely island 


| of the Mediterranean that Jobn was 


enabled to see his marvelous apocalyp- 
tie visions. It was not until Rome had 
been burned by the bloody Nero, who 
laughed and fiddied while the confia- 
gration raged; not until the Christians 
had suffered under the false charge of 
being the incendiaries, that the church 
was purified and fully launched on its 
great evangelistic work. It was when 
Martin Luther had to face the diet of 
Worms and had been imprisoned for 
months in the Wartburg that the refor- 
mation was started. When the pilgrim 
fathers on account of religious perse 
cution bad to leave England, then the 
first foundation stone of Christian 
America was laid. And in no time of 
church history can you find that a great 
religious awakening has occurred or a 
great religious leader has come forth 
without tbe previous roar of the Gall- 
lean tempest, as it yawned to destroy 
the church and engulf Christian faith. 
Purity Through Persecution. 

Some time ago I beard a great minis 
ter of our country developing this 
thought. In part, be said, “The rensou 
wo do not ha ve Savouarolas and John 
Knoxes aud Jobo Husses in the present 
day is becuuse we do not have the am 
cient persecutions which purified aud 
ennobled the auciept church.“ Some 
people are foolish enough to suppose 
that the bert and greatest day of the 
early Christen church was when the 
Emperor Coustautive Joined the church 
with the state aod bad thousands upon 
thousands of h's subjects baptized by 
the priests In the different rivers. Rut 
I want to tell sou that when Constan 
tine joined the church with the state 
it was n ead tay for the history of 
the Christinu church, With the regal 
power of the ehureh it became a 
corrupt church, With the fegal power 
of the church there came the sing 
ef a licentious and mercenary wind 
ed church. Then came the sins of 
the dark ages. It ls by persecution that 
the Christian church is purified, not by 
the commendation of sinful kings and 
fawning nobles. The church by ite 
past history ought to know that God's 
loving aud snving voice can be heard 
du the growilug thunder as well as io 
the whisper.og summer wind. His di- 
vine iove cun often be seen In a flood of 
heartrending tears as well as in the 
smile of nn April shower or in the gen- 
tle glow of a June sunrise, 

What tempestuous struggles have ac 
complished for the church as a whole 
they may also accomplish for the bum- 
ble individual Workers in the church. 
God fits many of the humbler workers 
for Lis vineyard as he spiritually pre 
pared Adoniram Judson, the great mis- 
wionary,, for his work. For seven long 
years Mr. and Mra. Judson seemed to 
labor in Burma in vain; for seven long 
wars be testified for Christ amid al- 
most insurmountable difficulties: for 
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seven long years he and his wife every 
four weeks sit down to the communion 
table absolutely alone, They had not 
yet made one convert for Christ. At 
the end of these geven long years of 
seeming defeat the Missionary society 
wrote to him that he had better surren- 
der his mission as a failure and start 
in another field, Adoniram Judson, 
with bis gospel spirit aglow with the 
awful struggle from those seven long 
years, answered the Missionary society 
in these memorable words: “No! No! 


1 cannot and will not surrender this 


mission. Success is as certain here as 
the profulse of a falthful God can make 
it." Then cnme the great outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit; then Burma saw its 
day of Peutecost. So, my brother, in 
the Christian ministry or in the Chris- 
tian pew, fighting aguinst seemingly 
overwhelming obstacles. remember that 
God has sent to you thut tempest for a 
purpose; remember that you are being 
fitted for your work, If you are faithful 
to him. as Aconiram Judson was being 
fitted for bis work; remember that in 
the dark hours of your tempestuous 
night Christ is watching and caring for 
you as he watched the disciples strug- 
gling on the waves of Lake Galilee; re 
member that at the fourth watch, or 
just at the breaking of the dawn, 
Christ, as be did of old, will appear to 
you walking upon the crystal pavement 
of the deep. 
Fitting Us For the Work. 
There is a suggestive story told of a 
young girl who sang in a large concert 
hall of London. One of her friends 
asked a noted musical critic who was 
present what he thought of ber voice. 
“She lacks one element which would 
make ber the greatest singer of Eu- 
rope,” answered the critic. “She lacks 
soul power, If I were a young man 
and could marry her and ill treat her 
and break her heart, then on account 
of her grief and her talent she would 
be one of the brightest stars in the 
musical Armament.” Time passed on, 
and this woman's heart was broken by 
a cruel husband. Then came the true 
days of her power and fame. God, 
when he wishes to fit us for great and 
true work, sends us a hurricane of 
trouble. He compels us to battle with 
the Galllean tempests for a whole 
night. Do not be weary of well do- 
ing, my brothers. You are one of 
God's favorites, There is a great tri- 
umph of gospel usefulness for you 
abend. 
‘Tis casy enough to be pleasant 
When life flows along like à song, 
But the man worth while is the one who 
will smile 
When everything goes dead wrong; 
For the test of the heart is trouble, 
And it alwoys comes with the years, 
And the smile that is worth the praise of 
the earth 
Is the smile that comes through tears 
The dark, tempestuous nolghts of 
financial ruin have often been, lu God's 
sight, tbe bright. blessed, sunshiny 
days for the merchant. “How Is 
George Watson getting along?“ | ask 
you. “Well,” you answer, “I do not know 
how be is getting along now. We were 
boys together In the same town. We 
came to the city at the snme time. We 
used to room together, but we have 
drifted apart in the last few years. At 
first George made quite n sucess.

He moved out of our velgh'ror- 
hood | have not seen him for a long 
time. I beard, however, that he Is now 
quite an active member in church work.

But I fear George Is not doing 
very well. When a business man be- 
gins to get mixed up lu church mattora, 
as a rule, it Implies be bas not a very 
big business to run. However, to tell 
the truth, 1 do pot know what George 
is doing, except that I bave a feeling 
that his credit is not very high in the 
business world.”

the panic and the Gmanctal e v. ie 
George was ot first overwhelmed by 
the catastrophe, Then his brain began 
to clear. He entled his wife into his 
study and anid: “Kate, this is the hap- 
piest time of all my life, I can truly 
may that tonight I am glad God took 
my money. I know, Kate, that I was 
only thinking of my gold and pot about 
the good which I could do with it. 
Kate, we will give ourselves to God 
tonight. We will give to him our chil- 
dren and our whole future lives, and 
we will promise God that never again 
shall we work six days and twenty-two 
hours each week for the world and 
only give to God two hours of a church 
service on Sunday.“ That is the bis- 
tory of your friend George. That is 
the reason you now bear of George as 
an elder iu the church, as a leader in 
the prayer meeting, asa director in the 
Young Men's Christian association, as 
a church visitor who er refuses to 
call on the poor, It was a dark night 
when that financla) storm overtook 
George on Lake Galilee, but that storm 
drove 2 to Christ. 
M friends, you think George's Og 
ve history cannot be duplicated in 
1 tell you that it can, I declare 
you today that there are thousands 
and tens of thousands of American

merchants who would never have been 
able to see clearly the spiritual face 
of Jesus except through a financial 
tempest. The best merchant I ever 
knew was consecrated to Christ 
through a Galilean tempest. Mr. A. F, 
Brooks was not only the chief member 
of the old Second Presbyterian church 
of Pittsburg wheh I was there, but he 
was also the most influential Christian 
layman in the city. He told me just 
before his death that the cause of his 
consecration to Christ came to him 
when a dishonest partner made bim 
lose millions of dollars. Had it not 
been for the action of that dishonest 
partner at that time Mr. Brooks would 
have become before closing his curcer 
not only ove of the wealthiest men in 
Pittsburg, but also oue of the wealth- 
jest men in the United States. Ob, ye 
merchants, in those hours of trin!s and 
financial embarrassment I want you to 
make your troubles the stepping stones 
to a complete consecration to the cross. 
I want you here and now to feel that 
Christ constrained you to enter the 
leaky boat of financial shipwreck so 
that you might truly see his face, as 
the disciples saw the living CLrist In 
the fourth watch of the night op Lake 
Galilee. 
in the Dark Hours. 

The dark, tempestuous nights when 
the shadow of the death angel's wing 
hovered over the home have often been 
to God's sight the bright, shining days 
for the broken hearted household çir- 
cle. It was awfully bard for you to 
hear the doctor say there was no hope. 
You felt that other people might die, 
but somehow the truth was never fully 
brought home to you until then that 
your mot her or wife or child could ever 
be taken. Since that moment not only 
this life, but the next, has for you an 
entirely different significance. 

Why did you place upon her coffin 
plate the words “At rest?” Did you 
mean that her sleep was to be nn end- 
less sleep, which shall never have an 
awakening? You used to revel in the 
theories of Darwin's evolution. You 
used to claim that the physical man 
was only a higher form of a developed 
animal. Man was born like a dog; be 
must die like a dog. Did you still cling 
to those theories when you placed upon 
her coffin lid the words At rest?” Oh, 
no. You immediately went back to the 
sweet falth of your father and mother. 
You acted in your own life just as 
Ethan Allen, the New England infidel, 
acted in reference to his dying Cough- 
ter. She called the great Revolu.ion- 
ary soldier into her bedroom and sald; 
“Papa, I am going to dle. Mamma says 
there are a Christ and a bereafter—if I 
trust him. You say there is no here- 
after. I am dying. papa, and I must 
make my last decision now. Whom 
shall I believe? Shall I accept mam- 
ma's Christ or your infidelity?” The 
great soldier's frame shook with enio- 
tion. Then, though be had just finished 
his famous infidel book called “itecson, 
the Only Oracle of Man,” he turned 
and said, My darling, you bad bettet 
die in your mother's faith, and not in 
my unbelief.” And so when the denth 
angel's wings began to flutter over the 
bed of one of your loved ones with oue 
blow it not only struck your beart, but 
is nlao knocked your Infidelity clean out 
of your life. You immediately said. ns 
you looked Into the pale face sleeping 
in the casket: “I know she lives. I 
know she ts living in some other world 
for me.” And as you look up to sce 
where that other world is do you not 
feel that you were being struck by a 
Galilean tempest, us were the disciples 
of old? Do you not feel that through 
the Cark shadow of the denth angel's 
wing y been able to see the 
apiriiucd face of Jesus Christ as never 
before? It was trouble that did it 
tempestuous trouble alone which made 
you use the hillock of a grave for a 
kneeling stool at the altar of mercy 
and pardon and love. 

The dark, tempestuous nights In your 
sickroow bave often been in God's sight 
the bright dawn of a day of Christian 
usefulness. Perhaps | can well illus 
trate this thought by telling the per 
sonal histcry of a famous Ainerican 
minister. He told me in the sickroom 
bis persons! experiencers, the recital of 
which made n lasting Impression upon 
my wind und heart 
friend of mine 

For many vera this minister wos not 
only admired. but loved. But whenever 
a man went to hear him preneh he did 
not know exneily where (hat minister 
stood, A hearer could not say he was 
unorthodox, becuuse in Lis sermons he 
always culled Jesus n Divine King. 
Nelther could the hearcr say this 
preacher was a true believer, His scr- 
mons could always Le questioned. They 
would nenrly alwaya have something 
in them that would make the 
my: “I wonder what 
means by that? Is he one of those lib- 
erala who only belleve the Bible in 
spots, who only believe what (hey want 
to believe?"

But one day tha 
the country had the startiing telegraph 
le announcement, “Dr. Sound-so ts 
sick.” Then came the reports that Dr 
Ro-aud-so might dle.

But 
now what a change! If any stranger 
goes to hear him preach, the first and 
the last thought he has la: “Dr, Scand.

Do you know the cause 
of this marvelous change? It was the 
Galilean tempest of physical pain that 
did it.

For months 
the barking of a dog would cut bim like 
a knife, For months he lay in his room, 
an exile in agony; for months he had 
but one wish, and that was to die, But 
when God led him forth out of that 
Galilean tempest to preach Jesus 
Christ be came forth a new man. He 
was a Saul, the member of the’ He 
brew sanhedrin changed into the 
mighty Paul who bad fought with the 
beasts at Ephesus. He became the dls- 
ciple of tio Lord, looking and pleading 
for a apiritual Christ alone, 

It was physical pain that helped 
make Frederick W. Robertson one of 
the greatest soul winners of his day, 
It was physical palin that helped draw 
the multitudes to the cross when Rob- 
wrt Hall prenc in London and Johu 
Summerficld ched in Ameriéa. And 
it is physical pain which nearly all of 
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newspapers all over | 


| 
us bave suffered in the past and phys- 
ical weakness which many of us are | 
suffering now which ought to make us 
turn our faces toward the Good Phy- 
sician who can heal the body and heal 
the soul. 
Twe Kinds of Trouble. 

Now, trouble comes to us in one of 
two ways, and it rests with every one 
to decide in which of the two ways it 
shall come to him, It may come as a 
sanctified trouble or as an unsanctified 
trouble. It came in both forms to the 
thieves who were crucified with Jesus. 
To the one thief the physical agony 
was unsanctified trouble, causing him 
to curse and deride Christ; to the other 
it came as sanctified trouble, causing 
him to plead for mercy and love. Un- 
sanctified trouble comes to a man who 
stafds by his child's open casket, and it 
imbitters him and causes bim to set bis 
jaw in rebellion and say, “No good God 
would have taken that child out of my 
arms.” Sanctified trouble came to a 
young officer of my church and caused 
him to say toethe visiting minister: “I 
do not want a pastor to come into my 
aickroom to make merely a social call. 
I want him to come in to pray; yes, I 
want him to come in to pray.“ In the 
midst of your sorrows and trials are 
you ready to let your troubles become 
sanctified troubles? Are you ready to 
sing about the tempestuous nights of 
trouble, as the Christian poet once sang 
about beautiful Lake Galilee?

If this analytical method of reason 
ing seems to be too abstract, we will 
resort to facts in the concrete and 
prove the same by extrinsic evidence. 
At the close of the Civil war in 1865, 
the Republ arty, as a result of the 
war's influence, hd become oppressive 
and corrupt throughout tLe South. 

Maryland in 1866 reclaimed herself 
from Republican rule, and in 1807 
adopted the new Constitution. This 
party held control til! 1805. But by a 
long continuance Ip power, many 
abuses crept in, as is too commun in 
such eases, In 1805 the R pubiieans 
started a reform campeign, and cap 
tured many sincere Democrats, who 
believed in their sincerity and ability 
to reform conditions. The flagrant cor 
ruptions of the Republican House of 
Delegates of 1896 and 1808 are well 
known. p 

But to be more specific we will con 
fine ourselves to the First Congressional 
District and show that the Republican 
party has been instrumental three times 
in balking honest elections: First, in 
the Presid: ntial campaign of 1806, it is 
known that the money power of the 
country was on the Republican side. 
The Democrats made a virtue of neces 
sity and used no money. While this was 
not essentially mepitorions, yet it left 
the people withant temptation to cor 
ruption, and the Republicane without 
the hackneyed excuse of “fighting the 
devil with fre.“ Second, In 1896, be 
ing an "uff year” in politics, some 
Republicans and Democrats thought it 
an opporiune time to make a joint ef 
fort to have an honrst election. The 
Mpancial condition of the two parties 
und candidates were thought to be nrar

ORIGIN OF FAMOUS HYMNS. 


Btortes About the Writing of Some 
of the Grentest Vavorites. 
Every one pe-unps has his or her fa- 
vorite hymn, yet few know Its author 
and under what circumstantes it was 
composed. HiikLerto there has been uo 
good book on the subject, but that de 
fact is nuw remedied, thanks to the 
patient iuad wir of Mi. Francis A. 
Jones, WIe volume, “Famous Hymns 
aud Their ~ utbors has Just been pub- 
lished by Messrs. Hodder & Stoughton. 
It is fall of curious aud Interesting in- 
formation. Take the Christmas hymna, 
for example. “Hark, the Herald An- 
gels Sing!" when originally published 
by Charles Wesley in 1730 began 
“Hark, bow all the welkin rings.” 
“Christians, Awake!" was composed 
by John Byrom. in 1745 as a carol for 
his little daughter Dolly, “for her and 
for no one else.” In the original the 
manuscript is headed Christmas Day 
For Dolly.” It was Arst published in 
1746 in Harrop’s Manchester Mercury 
and was set to music by the organist of 
the Mafchester parish church, John 
Walowright. “While Shepherds Watch- 
ed.“ another carol, was written by 
Nahum Tate 200 years ago. The pop- 
ular “Abide With Me“ was written by 
the Rev. II. E. Lyte in 1847 at Brix- 
bam. He bad become eo ill that he 
was ordered to Nice. On the Sunday 
evening prior to his leaving be walked 
by the seashore alone for balf an bour 
after service, fully convinced that be 


| had spoken to his congregation for the 


last time. When the sun had set, he 
went back to his study, and an hour 
later the hymu was finished. Dr. Monk 
composed its beautiful setting In ap in- 
spired ten wilnutes, 

Canon Ellerton’s popular “Saviour, 
again to thy dear name,“ was com- 
posed so recently as 18890, but has since 
then been truuslated Into nearly every 
language and dialect. The story of 
bow Newman. wrote “Lead, Kindly 
Light,” lu un orange boat. while be- 
calmed in the stggit of Bonifacio is well 
known, “Rock of Ages.“ probably the 
most popular hymn lu the English lan- 
guage, was written by Toplady when 
caught in a thunderstorm near Blag- 
don in the Mendips. As tbe London 
went down in the bay of Biscay in 
1886 the dooined passengers sang this 
hymn. it was once translated into 
Hindoos}: nee by an enthusiastic native 
convert, acd his renderipg. literally 
translated, read thie: 

Very old stone, split for my benefit, 
Let me absent myself under one of your 
fragmenta. 

Many stories are told of the hymns 
of lenne Watts. It is said that be 
wrote “Not All the Blood of Beasts” 
after n visit to Smithfield market, while 
the charming hymna “There Is a Land 
of Pure Delight” was suggested by the 
view of Southampton water as seen 
from the Isle of Wight. He is believed 


BETTING AND DUELING. 


Peesident Hadley Draws a Paraltel 
Between Them, 

It is customary to trent tbis babit of 
betting as if it were nothing but a 
manifestation of the gambling spirit— 
the spirit which enjoys the excitement 
connected with risk of any kind and 
which takes pecuniary risks on cur- 
rent events for the sake of such en- 
joyment. This accounts for a part of 
the practice, but not for the whole. It 
betting on sports bad been nothing 
more than an indulgence of the pro- 
pensity to gamble, It would probably 
have been restricted long ago, but it 
has another function and a very im- 
portant one. It can be used as a means 
of checking Irresponsible talk. The 
propensity of some people to brag and 
bluster makes them at times a public 
nuisance. The men in our colleges, es- 
pecially the younger and more callow 
ones, are no exception to this rule, 
Under these circumstances the demand 
that the blusterer shall back his words 
by a wager of money becomes a means 
of protection to those about bim 
against the unpleasant talk which ia 
otherwise diñned into their ears. 

In this respect the practice of bet- 
ting has a function not unlike that 
which was exercised by the practice 
of dueling a century or two ago. In 
generations past the biusterer was 
compelled to make good his words by 
the wager of his life We have be- 
come quieter lu our temper at the be- 
ginning of the twentieth century and 
only demand that be shall wager his 
money. But the principle is the same 
in the two cases. 

This can be used, to some extent, as 
a theoretical Justification for the prac- 
tice of betting. it ts, however, far 
more defensible as a theoretical view 
than as a practical argument, for in 
actual life betting falls to accomplish 
its object. In this respect also the 
parallel between betting and duefing 
holds good. The duel checked irre- 
sponsible language on the part of those 
who could not fight, but to those who 
were ready to take their lives lu their 
hands it offered an indemnity instead 
of a restraint. In like manner the pub- 
lic tolerance of betting allows those 
who have money to wager to give 
themselves free Indulgence in boasting. 
In betting, as lu dueling, the whole 
community suffers under the evils of 
the practice without realizing much of 
the theoretically possible good.— Presi- 
dent Hadley in Century.

1902 TOMATO PACK. 


The twenty-third annual report of the 
tomato pack of the United States and 
Candia estimates the total output as 

artes òn record and more than 
e blo thé short pack of 1901. The 
figures for the pack of 1903 were gath- 
ered by the American Grocer, which 
publication bas d ite estimates on 
signed returns received from the great 
majority of packers in the United 
States. 


Never before in the history was such 
en extensive acreage put outas this 
year, which was said to be due to the 
strong statistical position of canned to- 
matoes. In the three years from 1889- 
1801 the total pack was short of require- 
menta, with the result that for the 
first time in a quarter of a century 
stocks were completely exhausted. This 
resulted in every factory being worked 
to its fullest capacity this year, the 
output being consumed as fast as it 
was available until late in August. 

The pack by states was led by Mary- 
land, which turned out 4,514,383 cases 
of two dozen cans each, followed by 
indiess, with an output of 993,680 
cases. New Jerecy'’s output—which 
was third in the liest —was 733,845 cases, 


ne New York, which stood ninth, 


packed 107,428 cates. Wisconsin was 
at the betiom of the list with an output 
of 6,000 cases. The total output for the 
country was 0,262,812 cases, as against 
4.200,90] cases in 1901, The total Ce- 
nadin output was 213,000.

Have you ever explored the east aide 
of New York city—that is, where the 
Bowery is situated? There many poor 
live. There the masses are huddled to- 
gether in tenements. It is the home of 
hundreds of thousands of men and 
women who every winter are fighting 
the two man eating bloodbounds, cold 
and hunger, which are snarling and 
snapping at them like famished wolves. 

But, thooxh the east side of New 
York city méy be the home of the poor 
and, in many places, of the social out- 
cast, yet in 1806 there was seen upon 
its streets a most remarkable funeral. 
That day 15,000 human hearts were 
aching. At beust b00 men were walk- 
ing in lne behind that bearse. There 
were sixty pallbearers, every one of 
whom to more or less extent was in- 
debted for his health or life to the man 
whose body was then 
casket . “Who is thia 
be buried.” asked an eyewitness, “a 
king or warrior, a statesman, an om- 
tor, a governor, a city official?” No. 
He was a plain, simple physician. He 
was a Dr. Aronson, whe had given up 
his whole life to work among the poor. 
He not only cared for’ the 
but also for the sick soul.

The Physician's Opportunities, 

But as I go on showing to you young 
medical students the golden opportuni- 
ties of future usefulness which the con- 
aecrated ten talent doctor can wield I 
must here and now halt, 1 must stop 
long enough to show you that great op- 
portunities for good always imply great 
opportunities for evil. Some two years 
ago I nttens ed one of the Rush med- 
ical claxscs uid beard there a farewell 
address given to the graduating class 
by Professor D. R. Brower, a distin- 
guished apecialist on nervous diseases. 
It was a brutally f.ank and direct ad- 
dress in mauy ways. Its blunt state- 
ments again and again evoked derisive 
laughter through the raised tiers of 
seats filled with studenta. But as I 
went home I sald to myself: “Dr. Brow- 
er is right. An bonest, skillful physi- 
elan is one of the noblest-works of God, 
but an unprincipled physician is one of 
the most despicable, loathsome and 
cowardly recreants who ever breathed 
the breath of Ute.“ When the hand 
beneficent in healing is devoted to un- 
dermining the purity of society, it 18 
like the soft and velvety paw of the 
leopard, which covers a terrible and 
merciless claw. Oh, young man about 
to enter the noble medical profession, 
I beg of you not to prove false to your 
trust! I beg of you when you enter 
the home of a man who surrenders In- 
to your care the life and the safety of 
his children that you never prove un- 
true by advice or action to the trust 
reposed in you! 

No matter how brilliant an unprinci- 
pled doctor may be, no Christian man 
or woman can afford or has any right 
to employ bim as a family physician. 
I ence heard of a reformed drunkard 
who was supposed to be dying. The 
physician by Nis bedside sald, “The 
only medicine which can cure him is 
alcobol.” Then the wife, who sat near 
and had lived through the horrors of 


only medicine which can save him is 
alcohol, then I refuse to let bim live. 
Yes, let him die sober rather than live 
drunk.” 


The Most Honored of Mon, 

The best family phyaician is the man 
who, in addition to the diploma of the 
medical faculty guaranteeing bis pro- 
ficiency, bears the commendation of 
Christ on his private life. The Chris- 
tian physician is not only among the 
most honored of men, but without 
doubt be can become the most beloved 
ot men. He has greater opportunity 
for winning the confidence and love of 
men than the lawyer, the statesman, 
the author or even the minister. He 
has such opportunities of winning the 
confidence and the love of people that 
our foreign miaslonary societies are 
more anxious to send out the Christian 
medical missionary than they are to 
bend tife Christian minister, pure and 
simple. 

It is the fiushlon now in certain cir- 
cles to disparnze the physician. Some 
people say that not only is tbe doctor a 
quack and n charlatan, but they have 
no use for physicians at all. They ex- 
ultantly bowst that they have never 
taken any medicine in their lives. They 
contend that most people would be far 
better off if they never consulted a 
physician; that the doctors kill as 
many people as they cure, and that 
most people are hypochondriacs, which 
means that wost diseases of the human 
race are purely imaginary. But though 
some of us in the past may bave boast- 
ed that we had no use for doctors, alas, 
there bas come a time when many of 
us were only too glad to change our 
minds. 

Bome years ago, as a merchant, on 
account of worry and overwork, you 
became physically run down. A friend 
told you that you ought to see a physi- 
clan. You sneered at him, but you con- 
Uuued to grow worse. You became 80 
weak that you bad to take n carriage

Medicine's Chief Triumphs, 

But the purpose of the medical pro- 
fession ia not only to make the sick 
well, but also to prevent the well from 
getting sick. Weare all ready to agree 
that the chlef duty of the good lawyer 
is to keep hia clients out of court, Why 
should we not be ready to confess that 
the chief purpose of the doctor is to 
keep his patients as long as possible 
out of the hospital and the sickroom? 

That the chief triumphs of the med- 
ical profession have been won during 
the last century in the prevention of 
disease ratier than in the cure there is 
no doubt. Flow have the great plagues 
which used to sweep over Europe been 
halted? By the power of the sword? 
No. By the power of the bacteriol- 
ogist’s microscope and the physician's 
pen, Dr: Earle, a leading professor in 
the Chicago College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, told me that when be first 
commenced his practice in Chicago 30 
per cent of all his patients’ sicknesses 
were due to bad water and poor drain- 
age. With the improvement of Chica- 
go's drainage system that 30 per cent 
of sickness is being gradually eliminat- 
ed. Why Is the longevity of the hu- 
man race being Increased year by year? 
Because people do not work as hard as 
they used to work? Ob, no! An aver- 
age man today goes through more hard 
work and nerve exhaustion and excite- 
ment in a week than his grandfather 
did in a whole year, The longevity 
of the human race is increasing in 
spite of the strenuous life we lead. It 
is increasing because the doctor, year

Will you not say the right gospel word 
to that young man who is doing what 
he ought not todo? Will you not speak 
a warning word to that wife, that 
mother, that child, who may be drifting 
into sin? They will gladly take Chris- 
tian advice from you, which perhaps 
they would not take from a minister. 
They may say, “A minister is merely 
working for bis salury,” but they will 
know tbat you are disinterested in 
speaking in the name of the Lord Je 
sus. In Christ's name will you not try 
to prevent sin us well as to cure sin 
after it has iready come? 

I have beeu trying to show you the 
glorious opportunities of a Christian 
physician's life. But now, there comes 
over me the overw nelmliſß thought that 
perhaps you are not a Christian young 
man. Perbeps you may be very bril- 
liant In your medical studies, but have 
never yet confessed the name of Jesus 
Christ.

I know only too well that what you | 
gay muy Le true; that your life may be | 
very similar to the hundreds and thou- 
sands of young 


inen wbo every year 
enter our large cities to get a medical 
education. 1 know that your state- 
ments may le too true, because scores 
of my old friends aud classmates be- 
came physicians. They bave told me 
many of the temptations besetting a 
medical student's life. Besides that, I 
have lived among the young medical 
students wot only in New York, but 
also lu Philadelphia. 

But, thous) you may declare that 
since you have entered the wedical 
school you have vot lived a Christian 
life, yet there are still two or three 
tremendous facts that, 1 think, may 
work a chan: e In you, two or three 
facta by which, | belleve, you are go- 
ing to be receemed for Clirist and con- 
fess him and live for blin os a Chris 
tian physician. In tbe tirst place, I 
know that you came from a Christian 
home.” It is n wonderful truth to tell 
that nearly oll the men who enter the 
medical or nl or ministerial profes- 
sion come from Clristlan homes.
